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THE REVISED POLICE GAZETTE RULES. 


Tbe following are the“ “Police ‘Ggzette” box- 
ing rules, revised January; 1885, which shall 
from the above date govern all contests issued 
by Richard K. Fox, editor and proprietor of the 
POLICce GAZETTE: 





RULE 1—The weights of all shall be as follows: For 
heavy, over 158 pounds; middle, under 153 pounds and 
over 140 pounds; light, under 140 pounds. 

Rute 2—No wrestling or tugging allowed. The 
rounds to be of 3 winutes’ duration, and 1 miuute time 
allowed for resting between cach round. 

RULE 3—Jn all contests two time-keepers shall be ap- 
pointed, and the referee, under no circumstances, shall 
keep time, 

RuiE 4—During the coptest if either men fall 
through weakness or otherwise he must get up unas- 
sisted, 10 seconds being allowed bim to do so, the 
other man meanwhile to retire to his corner, and 
when the fallen man {son his legs tbe round is to be’ 
resumed and continued until the 3 minutes bave ex- 
pired,andif one man fails to come tothe scratch in 
the 10seconds allowed it shall be in the power cf the 
roferee to give his award in favor of the other man. 

RULE 5—A contestant hanging on the ropes ina 
helpless state, with his toes off the ground, shall be 
considered down. No seconds, or any otber person 
but the referee, to be allowed in the ring during the 
round, — 

Rue 6—When either contestant is Knocked down 
within the allotted 3 minutes he shall be allowed 10 
seconds to get on his feet. again, unassisted, except 
when this occurs in the last 10 seconds. 

Rute 7—The gloves to be fair-sized boxing-gloves of 
the best quality,and new. Shouldaglove burst .or 
come offit must be replaced to the referee’s satisfac- 
tion. A man on one knee isconsidered down, and if 
struck while in that position it will be considered foul. 
No shoes or boots with spikes allowed. 

RouLeE 8—That any pugilist voluntarily quitting the 
ring previous to the dehiberate judgment of the referee 
being oblaired, shall be deemed to have lost. 

RvuLE 9.—That the seconds shall not intertere, advise 
or direct the adversary of their. principal, and shall 
refrain from all offensive and irritating expressions, 
in all respects conducting themselves with order and 
decorum, and confine themselves to the diligent and 
careful discharge of their duties to their principals. 

Ru ¥ 10—If either man shall willfully throw himself 
down without receiving a blow—whether blows shall 
have previously been exchanged or not—he shall be 
deemed to have lost the battle; but that this rule shall 
not apply to a man who 1mm a close slips down from the 
grasp of his opponent, or from obvious accident. 

RULE ]1—If a glove shall burst or come off, it must 
be replaced immediately tothe satisfaction of the ref- 
eree. Any tampering with the gloves, by forcing the 
bair from the kouckles or otherwise, shall be consid- 
ered foul. 

RNvieE 12—An honest and competent referee, who is 
familar with the rules, shall be chosen, whose orders 
must be promptly obeyed, ana his decisiunsin all cases 
sh ll be final. In order that exhibitions may be con- 
ducted in a quiet and pleasant manner, it 1s suggested 
that the referee should always request all persons 
present to refrain (while a contest is in’progress) from 
apy Joud expression or demonstration.

At 
thetime Matt Grace, the wrestler, of this city, wrestled 
John McMahon, of Rutland, Vt., for the champion- 
ship, at Troy, Ryan had a dispute witb Johnny 
Murphy, a tall, athletic boxer of New York, who chal- 
lenged him to fight. Ryan at once agreed to meet 
Murphy in a room and engaged a carriage to take 
them to the place selected forthe battle. Murphy, 
however, refused to meet the Trojan and the battle 
ended in smoke. After this display of pluck Ryan 
gained quite a name in Troy and sporting men inthat 
city looked upon him as the coming champion. In 
the meantime Ryan engaged in several rough-and- 
tumblc fights and proved he possessed all the abilities 
necessary to make asuccessful pugilist. In the early 
part of April, 1878, Johnny Dwyer and Joe Goss were 
fulfilling an engagement at Harry Martin’s Grand 
Central theatre, Troy, and while they were there 
Ryan and his friends indulged in considerable fight 
talk. On Jan. 10, 1878, Ryan and Dwyer happened to 
meet in a saloon where each gave expression to his 
feelings and thejupshot of it was that Ryan’s backer 
put up $10 against a like amount in support of a bet 
that Dwver wouldn’t make a match for $1,000 a side, to 
fight in Canada within fifty miles of Buffalo. The 
principals and their backers met at the appointed 
time and before separating a match for $2,000 and the 
championship, to be decided between July 15 and 25, 
1878, wes ratified. On June 22, Ryan, accompanied by 
his trainers, Joe Goss and Jim Turner, came down 
from his training quarters at Sandlake, N. Y., the 
two former having been engaged to spar at an en- 
tertainment} got up in, Brooklyn by; Kenny, the 
bill-poster. The attendance at the affair, which took 
place at Prospect Park Fair Grounds, Brooklyn, N. Y,, 
that afternoon, was light, and as the promoter 
wouldn’t live up to his agreement as regards remuner- 
ation for services, Paddy and Joe declined to appear. 
That evening, while on their way to and within a 
short distance of the ferry to New York, the trio were 
assaulted by eight or nine persons, Ryan being 
knocked down, stabbed on the left side near- the kid- 
neys and kicked in the face, cutting his lip and knock- 
ing out two sound front teeth. His companions were 
but slightly hurt. Ryan was conveyed to the house 
of Charley Johnston, in Fulton street, Brooklyn, then 
Dwyer’s principal backer, where his wounds were 
dressed, the stab being found to be of little conse- 
quence, although narrowly escaping: a vital part. 
Next day Ryan left for froy. not wishing tobe de- 
tained asa witness against the half-cozen whites and 
negroes who were arrested for the assault,some of 
whom were tried, convicted and imprisoned. for the 
offense. Shortly after this affair Jimmy Ellfott chal- 
lenged Johnny Dwyer to fight ‘for the ‘championship 
and $1,000 a side. These noted pugilists arranged a 
match and Ryan decided to challengetbe winner. 
Elliott and Dwyer fought at Long Point, Canada, on 
May 9, 1879. It was, without “exception, the briefest 
and most terrific encounter that ever took place in the 
ring. In 12 minutes and 40 seconds twelve rounds 
were fought, Dwyer winning the battle. 

Ryan then challenged the victor to fight for the 
title, but the Jatter declared that he had-retired. Ryan 
was bound to be champion and offered to fight any 
man inthe world for $1,000 and the title.. Joe Goss, 
the ex-cnampion pugilist of England, and «Jimmy 
Elliott both accepted Ryan's defi. Ryan gave Goss’ chal- 
lenge the preference and they met and signed ‘articles 
to fight for $2,000 and the championship of America. 
After all the stakes were posted great interest was 
manifested in the match, and nearly all the old ring 
men and the knowing ones were confident Goss would 
win. It was agreed that the battle should be fought 
at Long Point, Canada, and the pugilists and a num- 
ber of sporting men journeyed to Erie, Pa., which was 
to be the starting-place. On the morning of the fight 
a hitch occurred and Goss and his backers refused to 
go to the battle-grounds and the proposed fight for the 
time being ended in a fizzle. Charley Jobnston. of 
Brooklyn, a noted sporting man, was the stakeholder, 
and to please the sporting public he decided to make 
the pugilists fight. He named June 1, 1880, for the 
day, and the spot selected was near Collier’s Station, 
in West Virginia, and in the same place where Ned 
O’Baldwin and Jem Mace met but did not figbt, and 
where the battle between James Campbell and Harry 
Hicken was interrupted by a riot. 

Ryan proved he was a clever wrestler and an ex- 
pert boxer. Goss made a game and up-bill battle, but 
in the eighty-sixth round, Ryan, by a severe cross 
right-hand counter blow, instantly knocked him 
|, down, Goss falling on his knees. Arthur Chambers 

and Billy Crowley claimed foul, amid great’ excite- 
ment, but it was not allowed Referee Fairchild 
called time, but Goss, by the advice of his friends, 
failed to respond, and the referee declared Ryan ibe 
winner amid tremendous excitement. The time of 
| the battle was 1 hour 27 minutes. 

His latest great fight was with John L. Sullivan at 
Bay St. Louis, in which he was defeated, and Sullivan 
was declared champion of America. .

BROOKLYN'S “HORROR. 


A Terrible Fire at t St, John’s Home 
which Caused Twenty-Five 
Deaths, 


[Subject of Illustration. ] 


Fire, panic and decth occurred at the Brooklyn 
Male Orphan Asylum on the afternoon of the 18th 
inst. The instituiion was sometimes known as St, 
John’s Tome. It cecupied the block bounded by 
Troy aud Albany avenues, St. Mark's avenue and 
Prospect place. It was entirely destroyed. There 
were at the time that the flames broke out 735 boys in 
the main building and Gjin the extension intbe rear 
ofthe Home proper. One of the Sisters lost ber life, 
owing to her anxicty (o save her little charges, a 
woman who was visiting at the institution was burned 
to death. and several sertous casualties occurred. 
The wildest excitement prevaiied in and around the 
asylum while the children were being rescued. 

“There are sixty-six children on the top floor of 
that building,” some one yelled, ‘and they are all 
sick.” 

Dorsey, Freel and Matfield had in the meantime 
found a Jadder, and raising it to the third story win- 
duw they began, with the assistance of Sister Jose- 
phine, to litt the imprisoned little ones out of their 
perilous position. Quickly they were passed down the 
ladder, and on reaching the groucd were conveyed by 
willing bands to neighborivg houses. 

Before the volunteer rescuers had finished their he 
roic work the Fire Department bad arrived, but 
though the engines were on the ground, no hook-and- 
ladder truck had appeared. 

“bere are a2 Woman anda boy on the roof!’ cried 
some ore, in tones of terror. 

Upon one of the cornices were perched a mother and 
ber child, mute with tear. The angry flames were 
dancing around them as if in glee at the immediate 
prospect of claiming buman victims. Spectators shud- 
Gered as they saw the perilcus position of the dazed 
clingers to the roof. 

Brave Charles J. Wadsworth, a conductor on the 
South Brooklyn & Ceiatral Railroad Company, with a 
ladder on his bacx, pushed his way through the gap- 
ing and terrorized crowd.

* When he reached itstop the heroic conductor steadied 
himself against the heated wal] with both hands, and, 
throwing out his hand, prepared to catch the boy. 

“Jump for my shoulders, sonny,” he cried, reassur- 
ingly, and the little fellow, about fourteen years of 
age, flung himself from the root. 

He landed on Wadsworth’s burly enouleers, and 
was banded down tothe ground by the men behind: 
him. 

“Now, for the woman,” said WaJswortb to his com- 
panions, again placing his blistered hands upon the 
sieaming wall. 

Just as all was ready for the rescue tbe mother was 
heard to give a sbriek, her arms were thrown wildly 
up above her head and she fell backward into the 
raging sea of flames. 

Sister Mary Josephine, who had charge of the in- 
mates in the infirmary when the fire broke out, re- 
mained in the building until she bad assured herself, 
as she supposed, that the last of her little charges had 
been removed to a place of safety. 

In her devotion to ber duty she had not: given her- 
self time to zonsider the peril in which she was plac- 
ing herself. Unobserved by ber the furious flames 
had been guing steadily upto the dormitory, but not 
until she found that sbe was becoming suffocated with 
the smoke and thatthe fiery tongues lad surround- 
ed her and bemmed her in did she think of her own 
safety. 

When her danger became manifest to her she swung 
herself out of one of the windows, and catching hold 
ot the cornice of the roof hung between heaven and 
earth by her hands, with a background of fire making. 
her form very distinct in the twilight and with a 
trame-work of leaping tongues around her. 

Foreman McGroarty, of Engine Company No. 14, 
who was on the roof of the main building, separated 
from the smaller structure only by a narrow alley, 
seeing that the deserted Sister must either fall and sus- 
tain fatal injuries or else her clothes must catch tire, 
shouted and secured her attention. Then he took 
bis coat from his syoulders und swung it across the 
passage. 

“Catch hold of that,’* he cried, ‘fan hold tight.’’ 

The Sister was seen to grasp the garment tirst with 
one hand and then with the other. As she fell clear 
of the roof ashout of encouragement went up. The 
cheer was hushed in an instant. Toe heroic woman’s 
gri> on the coat relaxed, she lost her bold upon it and 
fell headlong to the earth. She struck upon ber head 
and shoulder, and amid expressions of sympathy was 
lifted up. bruised, bleeding end unconscious, and 
taken to St. Mark’s Hospital, where she died soon after 
admission. 

+ After the flames had been extinguished, it was be- 
lieved that the Joss of life had been comparatively 
slight. but there was a fearful revelation in store on the 
morrow. Men were set.at work digzing away the ruins, 
and one by on2 the charred and blackened remains of 
twenty-three little ones and those of an adult were 
brought to the surface. making, with Sister Josephine, 
twenty-five deathsin all. The affair bas caused in- 
tense excitement in Brooklyn, and is being investi- 
gated by a coroner’s jury.

LAID IN ASHES. 


Harrigan & Hart's Popular Theatre Comique Falls a 
Victim to the Flames. 











'Sudject of Illustration. ] 
Harrigan & Hart's Theatre Comique, Nos. 728 and 
730 Broadway, was burned early on the morning ct | 
the 23d inst., with all its contents, involving a loss ot 
$125,000 to the two lessees and from $50,000 to $75,000 to 
the Stewart estate, to which the grounds and the 
theatre building belongs, 
The fire was first discovered by acitizen who was 
passing in front ef tbe theatre about Oitteen minutes past 
Seven o'clock. Smoke was then issuing in thin, filmy 
Streains through the fanlights over the main entrance. 
The citizen ran past the New York Hotel, which is 
immediately opposite the theatre, and at the upper 
corner met Policeman Clewen, of the Fitteenth pre- 
cinct, who rang the fire alarm. Several minutes later 
Engines Nos. 33, 25 and 20, and hook and ladder com- 
panies Nos. 3 and 9 responded, and were almost as 
quickly followed by a detachment of police. When 
tbe tirst stream of water was brought to bear upon the 
burning structure flames were leaping from the front 
windows, and a great pillar of inky black smoke 
ascended heavenward from the root. 
It was at once apparent to the chief of the fire bat- 
talion that the building was doomed, and that the 
entire block wouid be swept away unless prompt ac- 
tion was taken. Omitting the second call, which would 
aud but three more steamers, he ordered a third 
alarm, which brought Engine Companies Nos. 13, 13, 
5, 14, 24, 23, 30 and 17, Trucks Nos. 2,5 and ll, and the 
water tower, Chief Shay apon reacbing the scene as- 
sumed command. Between fifteen and eighteen 
streams of water were speedily pouring upop the 
flames trom the front and rear,and the roofs of the 
buildings on either side were deluged with water, 
while firemen stood by in readiness to dispute the 
further spread of the conflagration. Shortly before 8 
o'clock there wasa terrific explosion in the theatre, 
which was followed by the roof talling in witha great 
crash, sending up a shower of sparks and cinders, 
presenting a magnificent spectacle. This gave the 
firemen a better opportunity to get in effective work, 
and by half past nine o’clock, although the theatre 
building was completely gutted, the business houses 
above and below on the block were saved from de 
struction. 
Both Harrigan and Hart witnessed the burning of 
their theatre, and with it the accumulation of years 
of toi}, from the windows of the cafe ot the New York 
Hotel. Harrigan, who had been up until 3 o’cluck 
in the morning with bis company rehearsing ‘“ McAlI- 
lister’s Legacy,’’ which was to bave been put on the 
boards of the Comique the first week in January, was 
sleeping soundly at his residence a few blocks away, 
and was aroused by a postman, who told him of the 
fire. He jumped inty his clothes and ran to the scene 
of the conflagration. 

You PoLIcE GAZETTE reporter Mr. Harrigan said: 
**All our theatrical scenery and other valuable proper- 
ty. the accumulation of years, has gone up iu smoke, 
and our loss cannot be far from $125,000, if it does not 
exceed that sum.’’ 

‘Are you insured ?” 

“No,” said the comedian, with a far-off look, “weare 
not insured.”’ 

“I can’t account for the fire—so strange and so sud- 
den. I was rehearsing with my company our new 
play, ‘McAllister’s Legacy,’ which we were going to 
produce on New Year’s, until 3 o‘clock this morning 
and went home tired, leaving our trusty watchman, 
Hoftman, in charge. Some seem to think the fire 
started in the rear, but I don’t believe it. I think 
it originated in tbe front part. Whetber it: was’ 
caused by a gas explosion itis impossible to say. We 
hed taken every precaution to guard against fire, and 
I regarded the Comique a3 one of the saf2stin that 
respect in the country. We lose the new scenery for 
our new play, all belongirrg to our other plays, ward- 
robes, instruments and other things besides our in- 
terest in the building itself, which makes our loss 
exceptionally large. Ali told 101 persons will be 
thrown out of employment by the fire. Ourlease was 
for seven years ata reotal of $16,000 per annum. The 
Comique was opened by us Auz. 21, 1881, when we pre- 
sented ‘fhe Major.’ Since that date we have bad one 
long procession of successes, I am mighty sorry for 
the boys who are now thrown out of work.” 

All who know Ed. Harrigan know that he meant ex- 
actly what he said, for a more generous man does not 
live than be. 

When asked what he proposed to do, Harrigan 
scratched his bead and replied, with a laugh : 

“There you have me.”’ 

The Theatre Comique was a three-story structure, 
with a unique and handsome front on Broadway. It 
occupies the site of Rev. Dr. Osgood’s Universalist 
Church. Ona or about 1337 the old church was leased 
by the Worrell sistera, who played two unsuccesstul 
seasons, and were followed by Lucy Rushton, John 
Stetson, Augustin C. Daly, Robert Heller and severa} 
others, all of whom lost money by their ventures. 
Then Harrigau & Hart took itin band and built tbe 
new structure.

On Dec. li 
Pete McCoy, John L. Sullivan's pugilistic pct, who now keeps the 
sporting crum at Bridgeport, came to New York to attend the Sul 
livan andGreenficld trial. He met friends, drank too much, waz 
arrested, discharged, and nearly all the papers gave McCoy a grea: 
tating. What for? Because hedrank more champagne than bis 
head could stand and paid for it.

Hoping thia will mcet with 
a response from some one of the many sporting men of this State, 
I remain y ours truly, Ws. Souruery. 


Alf. Greenfield, the champion pugilist of England, is 
still stopping at Flu: hing. Ile says he is ready to box all comers, 
but desircs to incet Sullivan before he meets Mitchell, Burke, ctc. 
In an interview he says: 

**1 intend to stay in this country four months. Before I left Eng- 
land I believed, and so did my friends, that I was capable of de. 
feating Sullivan. 1am not satisicd now that J cannot do so, but | 
must acknowledge he's the greatest fightcr I know of. After tho 
settlement of the New York affair I will be ready for Burke.”’ 

“And you can say that Nobby Clark will bet a thousand Grecn- 
field can get away with him,'’ broke in the nobby gentleman him- 
self, who accompanied Greenficld. 

**J want to mectevery onc of them that makes pretensions tc 
first-class fame,’’ said Greonfield ; ‘‘but 1 will give Burke the first 
chance. Next I'll be ready for Kilrain and Mitchell. In fact, I'l, 
give them all a chance before 1 go back home, and I'll give them 
any sort of a match they plicase.” 


“Have I d my opinion of Mitchell since I first 
fought him?” said Jack Burke, the Irish Lad, toa friend, recently. 
“Yes, considerably. Hc was always a greatly overrated man. [ 
fought him 1 hour and 40 minutes with the bare knuckles in the 
old country. Then 1 bested him a sbort time ago. Ie has deterio- 
rated as a fighter greatly since then. He bas been petted too 
much, and hasn't taken care of himself. What little I sparred with 
him showed me that he has falien off. He is growing worse cvcry 
day. He has lost his agility entirely. When I boxed with him at 
Madison Square Garden 1 walked straight up to him with a stiff 
arm and placed my glove right square on his nose, the samc as 
exhibition sparrers do, and he couldn't get away from it. It was 
the only laughable thing in the whole ight. Then, when he makes 
@ rush it is an easy matter to stop him.” 


The “Daily News,” New York, Dec. 18, thusdescribes 
the Sullivan and Greenfield trial before Judgo Barrett: ‘The last 
great boxing match was decided yesterday in Oycr and Te:mi- 
ner. The principals were John L. Sullivan and Alfred Grecnfleld. 
Peter Mitchell seconded Sullivan and William F. Howe attended 
on Greenfield. Assistant District Attorncy Gove and Judge Bar- 
rett were the umpires, and there were twelve referees in the jury 
box. The rcferces decided Sullivan and Greenfield the winuers. 
At the time the News went to press yesterday it was supposed that 
the trial would not be completed. Greenfleld and Sullivan. how- 
ever, went on the stand, and then the case was closed. The jury 
were out only cizht minutes, and brought in a verdict of ‘‘not guil- 
ty."" Of course the cases of Richard K. Fox, Patrick Sheedy and 
others, charged with “‘aiding and abetting” a boxing match, will 
not now be brought to trial.” 


The Excelsior Boat Club gave a boxing and athletic 
exhibition at Clarendon Hall, New York, on Dec. 19. The princi- 
palevent was a glove contest between Edward Moran and Pat 
Sligo, both members of the Excelsior Club. These men had agreed 
to contest four 83-minute rounds, and they made as much of that 
time as they possibly could. The firat round was a give-and-take 
affair, Moran getting home a hot left-hander, which cut Sligo’s lip 
and started the blood. The second saw the last-named boxer take 
@ decided lead and get in many blows on his antagonist’s nose. 
One spank sent the blood flying in all directions. The third round 
was a heavy one, Sligo showing to most advantage. The fourth 
beut had some heavy punishment, but the numerous clinches 

poiled the , and while they were locked together the police 
jumped on the stage and separated the combatants just as time 
was called. The decision was that Sligo had made the most points.

Sm-—I am willing to box any man living. Queensberry rules, 
eight or ten rounds, the winner to take all the gate receipts, barring 
neither size, weight nor color, C. A. C. Smith preferred to any 
man inthe ring. Smith says he fought thirty-four battles—in his 
mind. Now, the facts are that Mervine Thompson deteated him. 
and Jack Stewart, of Canada, run him out of Harry Hill's stage io 
two rounds, Queensberry rules, aud again, in a go-as-you-picase 








contest at East Saginaw, with Charley Hadley, of Bridgeport. 
Charley made him squcal :o-lustily that he was heard in Bay City. 
ten miles distant. I wil! bet this looking-glass boxer, or any of hia 
fricuds, $25 that up to the Ist of November, 1884, he never won a 
battle in his life, cither under Qucensberry or London rules, and 
leave it to the Porice Gazette, the best sporting paper in Ameri- 
ca, to decide. I can be found at any time at the Phoenix sporting 
saloon, No. 85 East Fourth strect, and 1 am ready and anxious at 
any time to have a go with him, hard or soft gloves or bare 
knuckles.

Champion colored puzilist of the world, and who dare dispute it ? 
The following explains itself : 
PittspuRe, Pa., Dec. 20, 1884. 
To the Sporting Editor of the Pouics Gazette: 
Deak Sin—Ha~ing been informed that Mr. Thomas Dean, of Na- 
trona, Pa., my backer in my recent hard-glove fight with W. Mc- 
Donald, of Pittsburg, accuses me of selling the fight with Mc- 
Donald, allow m2 to say, through the Potice Gazerre, that it is 
utterly false, aud I cannot sec on what grounds Mr. Dean makes 
such an assertion, for he weli knows that J did my level best to 
win the fight, and did win il if the referee hai given a fair and im- 
partiai decision, for 1 had McDonald so baily beaten in the fifth 
rouna that he coul1 not come up to time. Bu‘ while he lay help- 
less on the floor, and I stvod waiting for him to rise, one of his se:- 
onds; made some taunting remarks to me, anlin the excitement 
of the moment J rushed at him (the second) an struck him. Thcy 
immediately claimed a foul, saying I had struck McDonald while 
be was down, when 1 am positive I did not strike McDonald, but 
struck his second. Dean knows this to be truc, and why he should 
make such a cowardly accusation against m¢ I am totally at a loss 
to know, for if J] had had any intention to scli it I should have 
given 2p earlier in the fight instead of fighting tl:e five punishing 
rounds that were fought. Jam rcady to fight McDonald again for 
$500 a side or upward any time he is ready. By kindly inserting 
this in the columns of the Pottczy Gazgrre you will greatly oblige 
Youre respectfully, Cuanugs McCoy. 
The following are the particulars of the glove contest 
between Patsy O’Brien and Jim Crowley, who fought at Sout Bos: 
ton, recentiy: OBrien was seconded by Billy Silvie and Jack 
Loring, Dan Conley and Johnnie Murphy performing that duty for 
Crowley. Lawreiict: Sullivan, of South Boston, was time-kcepcr. 
At the call of time Crowley, the sturdicr of the contcstants, opened 
the fight by leading for O’Bricn’s nose, but was short, and got a 
warm one on his right jaw. and a stinger in the ribs for his ef- 
front.ry. The meu then ctinched, and in the wrestling which fol- 
lowed considerable in fighting was indulged in by both men, 
Crowlcy getting rather the most punishment. After sparring some 
moments for wind, O'Brien got in on Crowley in one, two, three 
order, and the claret streamed from Crowley’s nose 
O’Bricn soon gave a straight left-hander that jarred 
he teeth in Crowley's head, and another clinch resulted in 
O’Brien getting in some more body work. The second round was 
similar to the first. O’Brien fought with the most care, while 
Crowley acted as thouzh it was ordained that he was tie supcrior 
man, and his quent F 4gothim a liberal peppering all 
over. ,, The third round was not particularly interesting. Crowley, 
however, caught O'Bricn napping, and planted both; his gloves 
square on the lat:er’s visage, almost knocking him from his pins, 
he being saved from falling by the spectators. Inthe fourth round 
O’Brien appeared a trifle blown, but bore up bravely against sev- 
cral very good right and left-handers, and almost drove the wind 
out of Crowlcy‘s body with a hot right-hander on the ribs. The 
referee at the close of the battle decided the affair a draw, and the 
mcn retired, neither ot them at all the worse for their work. 


Several sporting men of O'Neill, Neb., have written 
Richard K. Fox to send on fot Patsy McNally, a pugilistic wonder 
and heavy-weight champion of said State, to pit him ugainst the 
many pugilists who claim championship honors. McNally is a 
giant in stature and muscular development, stands 6 feet 1% inches 
in height and weigh: untrained 216 »ounds ; in condition, 197 pounds. 
He is a wonderfully hard bitter, and in the numerous rough-and- 
tumble and prize ring encounters he has engaged in proved he 
possesses altthe cssential points, courage, science and endurance 
necessary in a pugiiist. and iz only twenty-three years of age. He 
has beer victorious ia every battle he has engaged in. Ou Nov. 
10, 1883. be fough: Jim Perry, alias English Jim, at Kingslcy, 
fowa. according te London prize ring rules. Perry had the repu- 
tation ot being a noted knocker-out, and few supposed McNally 
would be able to conquer Lim. Only one round had been fought 
in 2minstes and 30 seconds, when McNally landed a terrific blow 
on Perry's jaw, which knocked him senseless. Perry was carried 
insonsible te his corner, and his seconds, being funable to revive 
him, threw uy the sponge. declaring McNally the victor. After 
the batidle Jacé Alien, the heavy-weizbt champion pugilist of 
Towa, challenged MeNally tc fight for $500. The defi was accepted, 
the match made, and the pugiiists fought in December, 1833. 
Agaip McNally displayed his wonderful hitting powers and 
knocked Allen sensclezse by a blowon the jugular, winning the 
battle ip just 38 seconds. Jack Harpley, o! Elgin. Ilinois, was 
the next to cngage McNally's attention for a stake of $500. This 
contest was decided in January, 1581, and after a hurricane battle, 
whicb lasted througb four rounds, ended in McNally knocking out 
the Ilinois Hercules, thereby giving him the fight. In November 
last, O. H. Smith, the well-known champioo pugilist of Nebraska, 
challenged McNally tc fight for $500 according to Queensberry 
rules. The match was arranged and the contest decidcd at O'Neill, 
Neb., McNally again being victorious. McNally is now eager to 
meet some of the noted champions. and ha; notified Richard K. 
Fox that he is willing to come East and meet any pugilist On 
his arrival in this city several boxing contests will be arranged. 

In regard to the arrest of John L. Sullivan and Alf. 
Greenfleld Pendrazot says: *‘All at once ‘he merry little arrange- 
ments of the boxers in America, sc picasant to onlookers and so 
profitable to themselves, have beep put in imminent danger by 
means of a proclamatior. issued by the Mayor of New York. This 
functionary having read io the papers various sensational accounts 
of the bout between Sullivan and Lafliu, expresscs his regret that 
the police should have permitted any show te be give» ‘which 
partook of all the elements of a prize fight.’ Having “expressed his 
regret, the mayor then proceeds to give his reason for so doing 
*I believe that such exhibitions are disgraccful to the city in the 
highest degree, demoralizing to young men, and in their tendency 
leading to disrespect of law aud order.’ Then there ia some more 
stuff of a similar sort which means nothing. but which serves tue 
purpose of enabling the Mayor of New York to show that whatever 
commoner mortals may do. say, or thins, he, the M of N. Y.. is 
possessed ofa holy horror of boxing. This fecling is in no way 
peculiar; itis shared by otherwise rational people wherever the 
English language is spoxen. Were in London, just as some people 
think a turn with the gloves the only thing there is iu the way of 
sport worth having, so there are other people liberal-minded to a 
degree about everything else, but who cannot contain themselves 
with indignation whenever boxing—and especially professional 
boxing—is mentioned. Often I have endeavored to discover why 
this is, but so far have failed utterly aud completely. It caunot 
be wholly and solely because of boxins’s brutality. for many of 
those who are loudest in their decl tion against boxing are given 
over body and soul to brutality of far worse description. A 
realistic drama which draws tears copiously will find them 
crowding round the pay-box, a barbarous murder, a partic- 
ularly horrible railway slaughter, or a distressing case of 
starvation and cruelty to children, will cause them to buy issuc 
after issue of the daily papers in scar. of fuller and complctcr 
details, aud to revel in the miscry that harrows them up so pleas- 
urably. Say but one word to these worthy folk about a boxing 
match, and their indignation that any such thing may be per- 
mitted within the confines of civilization is almost hystcrica!. I 
happen to know a lady who would dic for want of excitement if 
Providence made battle, murder, and sudden death impossible 
during any one week, and if no new form of sensationalism sprang 
up to fill the vacant space; yet this lady cannot passa shop in 
which g set of boxing-gloves are exposed for sale without praying 
fervently for the power of giving the shop's proprictor into custody. 
Itisofno use attempting to reason with these detestors of the 
noble art—which I must admit is in avery ignoble position just 
now so far as its professors as well as its professional exhibitions 
and general surroundings are concerned; all that can be done is to 
maintain a discreet silence, and turn the conversation as soon as 
possible. That the feeling of abhorrence for boxing such as 1 have 
described as existing among folk who might :easonab!y have becn 
expected to support it, or at worst to be neutral, is both strong and 
widespread in this country, as well as in America, can be shown 
without much difficulty. There are powerful papers which can 
speak with equanimity of atrocities such as should be humanly 
impossible, which can and do advocate blcody war, and which ia a 
variety of ways appear utterly bowcliess; and yet these same 
papers will howi with indignation and shed crocodile’s tears by 
the pailful over the degraded condition of the country, should it 
come to their knowledge that two men have been trying to knock 











each other ‘out,’ with boxing-gloves.”

The long-pending 3$,000-point French carrom (unre- 
stricted rail) billiard match betwecn W. H. Catton, of St. Louis. 
and Edward McLaughlin, of Philadelphia, was played at Music 
Halt. Chicago. on Dec. 19 and 20. The stakes were $1,000 a side. 
Jacob Schacfer was umpire for Catton, and H. G. Wallace for Mc- 
Laughlin. McLaughlin was the favorite in what little betting 
there was done, but an offer of $15 against $50 on Catton found no 
takers. George F. Stroud, a prominent merchant of Oshkosh, was 
chosen referec after a protracted wrangle, and Charlcs Matthews 
acted as marker. McLaughlin led from the beginning, and it soon 
became evident that he would be the first to reach tbe limit of the 
night’s play by virtue of superio: rail-nursing. In the seventh inn. 
ing he ran 103 at this style of play, and in his eleventh inning he 
put together the unparallcled run at this style of play of 942, beat- 
{ng his own run of 804 in Philadelphia, which before stood as the 
largest in America. In his thirty-third inning he ran 126, leaving 
him only 105 short of his full string, while Catton had only secured 
315 buttons. He was unable to hold the table for a run of three 
figures, except in the eighth inning, when he counted 133. Me. 
Laughlin ran 99 and failed on a very difficult massee draw, the 
game then standing 1.498 to 434. Catton made 2, and at 11:40 
o'clock McLaughlin completed his night’s string of 1,500 to Catton's 
436. Onthe second night Catton played in better form, and by 
one or two large runs won the game. The score was: Catton, 
3,000; McLaughlin, 2,307. 


On Dec. 13, at Harry Maynard's s house, San 
Francisco, Jack Dempsey, of St. Louis, and Jack Campbell fought 
for a purse according to ‘Police Gazette” rules. John Gleason, 
chiefly remarkable for the fact that he hadn't the slightest idea 
abor the Marquis of Qucensberry rules, was chosen referee. 
Cam,bell was seconded by Tom Walling and Tom Cleary, and 
Dempsey by Bill Price. The fight lasted 8 rounds. In the first 
Dempsey scored a clean knock-down. Inthe second Campbell fol- 
lowed suit. Im this round themen did some clever in-fighting. 
Campbell’s remarkably brilliant stopping and countering, and his 
gamene.s under the most trying circumstances, won him much ap- 
plause. In the third round Dempscy again knocked Campbell off 
his pins and punished him severely, but dropped without a blow 
himself to avoid punishment. In the sixth round Dempsey had de. 
cidedly the best of the contest. He chased Campbell around the 
ring, and finally wound up by knocking him to the floor. When he 
had done that he proceeded to hit him while on the floor two or 
threc times. Cries of ‘:Foul’’ were raised, but the referee decided 
that he did not think Dempsey ‘‘meant to do it.” . In the seventh 
and eighth rounds Dempsey repeated his former tactics. The last 
foul was so palpable that even the referee considered it, and award- 
ed the fight to Campbell. The fight, while it lasted, was a good 
one, although it appeared from the first that Dempsey had no de- 
sire to fight, and wanted to get out of doing so on a _ if possibic. 


The last act in the litigation over the recent Iglove 
contest between John L. Sullivan and Alfred Greenfield, ended on 
the 23d inst. in Court of General Sessions, before’ Judge Gilder- 
sleeve. After the jury brought in a verdict of not guilty in the 
charges made against Sullivan and Greenfield, Howe & Hummel, 
Richard K. Fox’s counsel, moved that Richard K. Fox, Alf. Green- 
ficld’s ‘backer, and others. who were indicted’ for, aiding and 
abetting, should be discharged. Judge Barrett determined to decide 
the question on Dec. 19, when it was found that tie papers had not 
loft the Court of General Sessions and the matter was postponed 
until December 23 when the case was settled and the indict- 
ments against Richard K. Fox, Alf. Greenfield’s backer, Patrick 
Sheedy, ot Chicazo, Sullivan’s backer, Wm. E. Harding, Arthur 
Chambers, of Philadclphia, and Charley Johnston, of Brooklyn. 
were all quashed.

In order to keep apace with the times. we have con- 
silered it necessary to revise the rules governing all glove con 
tests, and we publish the rules which will in future govern all 
contests iu which boxing-gloves are used in the United States, the 
Territories and Canada. The following are the ‘Police Gazette’’ 
boxing rules, revised January, 1885, which shall from the above 
date govern all glove contests, issued by Richard K. Fox, editor 
and proprietor of the Potice GazErrs: ; 

Rute 1—The weights of all shall be as follows: For heavy, over 
158 Ibs; middle, under 158 Ibs and over 140 Ibs; light, under 
140 Ibs. 

Rute 2—No wrestling or hugging allowed. The rounds to be of 
8m duration, and 1m time allowed for resting between each round. 

Rote 3—In all contests two time-keepers shall be appointed, and 
the referce, under no circumstances, shall keep time. 

Rute 4—During the contest if either man fali through weakness 
or otherwise he must get up unassisted, 103 being allowed him to 
do so, the other man meanwhile to retire to his corner, and whea 
the fallen man is on his legs the round is to be resumed and con- 
tinued until the 3m have expired, and if one man fails to come to 
the scratch in th 10s allowed it shall be inthe power of the ref- 
erec to give his award in favor of the other man. ‘ 

Rute 5—A contestant hanging on the ropes in a helpless state, 
with his toes off the ground, shall be considered down. No seconds, 
or any other person but the referee, to be allowed in the ring dur- 
ing the rounds. 

Rute G—When either testant is knocked down within the al- 
lotted 3m he shall be allowed 103 to get on bis feet again, unas- 
sisted, except when this occurs 1n the last 10s. 

Rute 7—The gloves tohbs fair-sized boxing-gloves of the best 
quality, and new. Should a glove burst or come off it must be re- 
pla:ed to the referee's satisfaction. A man on one knee is con- 
sidcred down, and if struck while in that position it will be con- 
sidered foul. No shoes or boots with spikes allowed. 

Bute S—That any pugilist voluntarily quitting the ring previous 
to the deliberate judgment of the referee being obtained, shall be 
deemed to have lost. 

Roig, 9—That the seconds shall not interfere, advise or direst 
the adversary of their principal. and shall refrain om on eBrasive 
and irritating expressions. in all respect lives 
with order and decorum, and confine themselves to the diligent andl 
careful discharge of their duties to their principals. 

Rute 10 Ifeither man shall willfully throw himself down with. 
out receiving a blew—whether blows shall have previously been 
exchanged or not—he shall be deemed to have los: the battle; but 
that this rule shall not apply to a man who in a close slips dowo 
from the grasp of his oppouent. or from obvious accident. 

Rute 11--If a glove shall burst or come off, it must be replaced 
immediately to the satisfaction of the referee. Any tampering with 
the gloves, by forcing the hair from the knuckles or otherwise, 
shall be considered foul. 

Bucs 12—An honest and competent referee, who is familiar with 
the rules, shall be chosen, whose orders must be promptly obeyed. 
and his decisions in al! cases sha!! be final. In order that exhibi- 
tions may be conducted in a quict and pleasant manner, it is sug- 
gested that the referee should always request ali persons preseat 
to refrain (while a contest is in progress) from any loud expressiog 
or demonstration.

His 
father arrived in this country from Germany many 
years ago, and opened a fine restaurant where the 
Evening Post building pow stands, corner of Broadway 
and Fulton street, where for many years he fed the 
down-town merchants who fancied good lager with 
their midday meal. Afterward he moved over to 
Staten Island—the home brewerles—and built and 
established the large brewery whichis now so suc- 
cessfully carried on by bis able son, whose pleasing 
face beads this column. This brewery is the largest 
on the island and one of the greatest inthe United 
States, turning out about 100,000 barrels of beer per 
annum. Several times hus Mr. Bechtel’s beer taken 
the first medal and prizes at contests in different parts 
of the universe, at our own centennial exposition, 
and at Sidney, Australia, etc. The elder Mr. Bechtel 
died some two or three years ago; but some time be- 
fore his death he transferred the entire brewery to his 
sov George.

Dr. Oyrus Edson, of the Health Board, is 
doing more real good 1n preventing the sale of impure 
candies among children than all the cranky temper- 
ance people who are howling against respectable sa- 
loons. 


James Madden, the new president of the 
Twentieth ward branch of the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, should be more liberal in his views regarding 
the salary of the assistant secretary of the Central Ase 
sociation. 


Gabe Case presented a bottle of wine each to 
the drivers of first sleighs this winter reaching his 
bostelry from Harlem and below Fifty-ninth street. 
John J. Quinn and Charles EK. Hebbard were the win- 
ners. However, Gabe says it was no go,and must be 
run over. 


At Middletown, N. Y., a few years ago, 
3,000 foolish people signed the temperance pledge 
through the influence of Elder Winchester. The'result 
is to-day there are over sixty salcons doing a bocming 
business, and the ‘nbabitants arespending over $100,000 
yearly for genial refreshments. 


What right have the Excise Commissioners 
to compel applicants for liquor license to be residents 
of the city and county of New York, when some ot 
the largest merchants, brokers and other business 
men doing an immense trade in the metropolis live 
where they please? This seems at least alittle arbi- 
trary. 

This is the way they have to do it at Bangor, 
Maine. No liquors are kept in sight, nor could a 
raider find any under the counter. When a drinker 
gives an order, he may notice thata man who bas 





been lounging to and fro walks tothe end of the bar 
and has some mysterious, fumbling communication 
with the bartender. This operation is repeated after 
the dram hasbeen swallowed. The truth is that the 
stock is carried in fiat bottles in the pockets of the 
lounger, who is instructed to quit upon the first warn- 
ing of a raid. 


*fhe Orangetown Law and Order Association 
ot Nyack, N. Y., seems to be in bad luck. The society 
in its work the coming year will labor at a Gisad- 
vantage that did not exist during the past season, A 
number of the leading members bolted the nomination 
of Blaine in November and voted for St. Joun, and, in 
consequence, many Republicans say they will do noth- 
ing more tor the society. There is guile a bitter fight 
among the ultra-Blaine Republicans in regard to the 
matter, and they say that another temperance Excise 
Commissioner will never be elected in that town. One 
Republican, who has been a teetotaler all his life, told 
acorrespondent tbat he would vote for the town to 
flow with rum rather than do anything for the tem- 
perance folks again, and similar expressions are beard 
there every day. The temperance advocates say this 
feeling will die out in a short time, but the others say it 
will not. There will be a lively time there at the 
spring election. 


In May last the Twenty-cighth New York 
Volunteers held a joint reunion at Staunton, Va., with 
the Fifth Virginian Veterans. The election laws of 
Virginia require that no man shall sell or give away 
liquor from sunset of the day before an election until 
the morning after the election, The visitors arrived 
about sunset the day before the city election. The 
Virginians were greatly perplexed. The idea of any- 
thing standing betwen them and the time-honored 
custom of offering visitors a julep was exceedingly 
repugnant. It was worse, too, because the visitors had 
come hundreds of miles that day. Under a general 
pressure Crawford & Lally, a law-abiding firm, then 
proprietors of the Virginia Hote] restaurant, con- 
sented to keep a side door open forthe convenience 
of the visitors. Tbe Grand Jury met in September 
and indicted them. Mr. Lally, the only one ot the firm 
found, was fined by a jury §200 and sentenced to one 
minute in jail. Gov. Cam2ron, on hearing the circum- 
stances, promptly pardoned him, which relieved him 
of the confinement in jail, but be had not the power 
to remit the fine. The legislature, which only bas the 
power, had adjourned. It is a bard case, and Mr. 
Lally has the sympathy of the community. His 
counsel has applied to the Cuurt of Appeals for a 
supersedeas.

When the jury returned a verdict ot “Not gui'ty” 
the court-room was crowded. A deafening cheer went 
up. The prisoner was surrounded by her husband, 
father and mother and three children, who sobbed 
and hugged and kigsed her by turns. The crowd was 
equally as demonstrative, and Mrs. Ransier was coin- 
pelled to go through a regular round of kissing and 
hand-shaking by both men and women. As soon asa 
way could be made through the crowd she was taken 
into an anteroom and left with her family. They 
sobbed and cried for an hour. After arriving at her 
home she was called on by several hundred of her 
friends who had been in sympathy witb her.
